





















Things to look for in overcoming rough 
idle, noise or poor performance in an over¬ 
head-valve engine are suggested here. An 
oil-feed line plugged with sludge may cause 
wear of the rocker-arm bushing and shaft. 
Severe wear prevents accurate valve timing 
and proper clearances. The rocker-tip con¬ 
tact surface must be flat. 


A buzzing carburetor can sometimes be 
traced to a vibrating choke valve. In the 
type of carburetor shown (with a spacer 
washer on the choke shaft), the noise can 
usually be stopped by seating the retainer 
washer tight against the air horn, but with¬ 
out causing binding. The lock washer must 
be placed with its prongs inclined outward.
